Tho road was kept 
for a distance of about four miles south of 
Ochoaville, and near tho roadside a _spot was 
selected for tho deadly encounter.

Tho principals and 
their seconds and attending physicians, ami 
a reporter alighted, nnd the fatal ton paces

Aii Krror Corrected, In the Imlenti- 
ty of the ainn v,Iio gave Junt'gville 


The Albany (N. Y.) Journal has fallen 


into 
an error throngh a similarity in 


names, and publishes the following: 


"William Janes, an aged and respected 


resident of this city, died yesterday after- 
noon at his home, No. 50 Elm street, af- 
ter an illness o£ nine days. 
Mr. Janes 


was bornou the old homestead, at Janes' 
Corners, October 4, 1803, and was conse- 
quently nearly 76 years of age. Hia ear- 
ly education was received, principaly, by 
private tutors, and being remarkably 
brilliant at study, he learned rapidly, and 
when but seventeen years of age was ap- 
pointed principle of the Lansingburgh 
academy, where he remained two years, 
when the board ot education ot this city 
tendered him the suponntendeney of the 
first public • school erected in Albany, 
which ho accepted, and coming'hero, was 
installed in public school No, 1 on South 
Pearl street, the building still standing. 
Here he remained seventeen years, after 
which he embarked in business, leaving 
for the west, whers he remained several 
years— the present city of Jaaesville, 
Wisconsin, being founded by him. Sev- 
eral years ago he was appointed to a re- 
sponsiblo clerical position in the board 
ot! trade, which he held at the time of 
his death. 
Mr. Janes leaves a widow 


and six children — two daughters and four 
sons. 


Any of tho old residents of this city, 


and those acquainted with its history will 
recognize the error contained in tho 
above, in relation to the origin of the 
city, and the derivation ot its name. Mr- 
William Janea, the deceased gentleman, 
•whose obituary is given, was not the 
founder of 
Janesvillo, Mr. Henry F. 


Janes, who is still living, having been 
honored by the city taking his name. Mr. 
Henry F. Janes came to Rock county in 
1830 and remained here until 1840. He 
then left for Indiana, where he remained 
for sometiine, went to Iowa, where he 


founded the town of Janesville in that 
State, and afterwards -went to California, 
He was of a restless spirit and drifted 
westward, 
. like a veritable nomad, 


constantly 
on 
the go. He is now 


in Oregon, his jouraeyings to the Occi- 
dent being stepped only by the broad ex- 
panse of the Pacific ocean. Mr. Thomas 
Lappm received a letter from Mr. Janes 
last summer, and is confident that he . is 
still in the land of the living. 


He never acquired -wealth, his restless 


spirit preventing his remaining long
